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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Claims 28-33 are allowable over the prior art references of record in view of the 
arguments advanced by the applicant's attorney on scanned page 2, lines 8-21 of the 
REMARKS, received 09/17/2008. Moreover, while some of the newly cited prior art 
references disclose a shaft of uniform weight, none of the newly cited prior art 
references of record show, suggest or otherwise render obvious the combination of a 
golf putter with a shaft consisting of an elongated member having a weight uniformly 
distributed along its length, wherein a head and a grip are attached thereto and further 
wherein the moment of inertia of the head is related to the combined mass moment of 
inertia of the head and shaft when the pivot axis of the putter is located a specified 
distance from the longitudinal axis of the head, as specifically set forth in independent 
claim 28. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
